The State Highway Department has appropriated $132,000 and 
an Upper Great Lakes Commission grant in the same amount plus 


- the combined total of $66,000 in local revenue all together would 


generate the $330,000 needed to finance the project. 

The road construction expenditure is contingent upon Weyer- 
haeuser Company selecting Crawford County as its site for con- 
struction of a $50,000 wood products rnanufacturing facility. The 
project would also benefit Lakewood Forest Products Company, at 
its existing plant location on Four Mile Road.

Grant Approved For Airport Road 


Governor William G. Milliken announced the approval 
Tuesday of $634,533 in federal grants which will make possible 
seven Michigan projects-including construction of a road at Gray- 
ling’s McNamara Airport. The funds were approved by the Upper 
Great Lakes Regional Commission (UGLRC) at its meeting held 
Tuesday in conjunction with the National Governor’s Association 
annual winter session, 

Approved for Crawford County was $10,500 to help pave and 
improve the access road from Business U.S. 27 to McNamara Air- 
port. The 1,000-foot road is being used by increased traffic resulting 
from the city’s $1.5 million Holiday Inn expansion into a convention 
center and a number of wood-based industries which have been at- 
tracted to the area recently. The road also will serve Kirtland 
Community College’s enlarged Aircraft Mechanics Training Cen- 
ter which is increasing enrollment from 36 to more than 70 studen- 
ts. 

Total cost of the project is $70,000 with the Michigan Aeronau- 
tics Commission, U.S. Department of Transportation, Crawford 
County, Kirtland Community College and Grayling Township also 
contributing funds. 

Milliken said the grants ‘‘are aimed at bolstering the state’s 
tourist industry at a time when it is pafticularly concerned with 
-Mounting gasoline prices, complicated by an unusually warm and 
below-average winter season.”

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AIS Project: Homes For The Disabled

A building project here in 
Crawford County that will 
previde homes for as many as 
18 developmentally disabled 
citizens is still on the front bur- 
ner, according to Jeannette 
Kitchen, AIS Chairman for the 
county. AIS, short for Alter- 
native Intermediate Services, is 
a medium of the North Central 
Michigan Mental Health Dept., 


the state agency sponsoring the 
home building project. 

AIS homes are licensed by the 
Department of Social Services 
under existing state laws 
governing adult foster care and 
children’s foster care homes. 
Designed much like other 3-bed- 
rooms homes typical in the 
area, they will provide housing 
and care for individuals whose 
handicaps place them in an ‘‘in- 


between” position-unable to 
cope in a private home atmos- 
phere yet not severely enough 
handicapped to require in- 
stitutionalization. 

Mrs. Kitchen said that sites 
are now being studied for con- 
struction of three homes here in 
the county. Each will be oe- 
cupied by six persons, under 24 
hour, 7 day per week skilled 
care and supervision. The 


EDC Acts To Induce 
New Industry

In an effort to pave the way for construction of 
a new wood products production facility by 
Weyerhaeuser Company in Crawford County, 
the Economic Development Corporation last 
Wednesday afternoon passed a ‘‘Resolution of 
Inducement”’ to initiate certain economic and 
tax incentives beneficial to the company. 

The public meeting, held in the court house, 
featured the appearance of Tony Moore, Weyer- 
haeuser’s Project Manager, who reviewed the 
contest of the anticipated project, a $50 million 
production facility. Moore indicated that other 
sites in addition to Crawford County in other 
were also under consideration and 
declined to speculate on local chances for lan- 
ding the project. ‘‘There are certain advantages 
in Michigan and particularly this area,” he said. 

According to Moore, the plant will employ 
about 150 full-time people along with creating 
about 100 related wood procurement jobs. The

Munity-perhaps even a neigh- 
bor. Another advantage, Mrs. 
Kitchen explained, is that 
preference for occupancy in 
community homes will go to 
those from within the area. 

Persons living in the home 
follow a normal day routine by 
attending school, if eligible, or 
by attending a loca) workshop 
or activity center. The latter is 
likely to accornpany the 
location of homes here, said 
Mrs. Kitchen, and will probably 
be incorporated into the State 
Dept. of Mental Health office 
located here in Grayling. After 
work or school, and on weeken- 
ds, residents are involved in 
recreational and self-training 
programs. Many of these indi- 
viduals will be learning basic 
grooming, table manners, and 
dressing skills. They learn how 
to communicate through speech 
therapy, and learning, while 
there, how to become part of the 
activities of the community. 

AIS homes are _ being 
developed and built to provide a 
normal home atmosphere. Until 
now, persons requiring such 
services had no option except 
residence in State Institutions. 
AIS programs are spreading 
throughout the state to alleviate 
institutional crowding and at 
the same time providing a home 
care environment. They will fill 
the gap and provide a com- 
munity alternative to in- 
stitutionalization. 

The homes must maintain 
strict compliance with federal 
standards which are enforced 
and reviewed by the State Dept. 
of Public Health. 

AIS homes do not require 
financial commitments from 
local units of government. The 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners provided Men- 
tal Health the go-ahead last fall 
to pursue construction of homes 
here in the county. Funding of 
the homes is a match of State 
Mental Health dollars and 
Federal Medicaid funds. 

Each home will purchase its 
needs from local merchants. 
Groceries, gasoline, vehicle 
maintenance, furnishings, 
resident clothing, personal 
grooming items, medical sup- 
plies and services, pharmacy 
needs and insurance are items 
that will be purchased locally. 
In addition, the majority of 
these homes’ will be privately 
owned, and as such will pay city 
and county property taxes, 

Mrs. Kitchen said immediate 
plans call for the construction of 
three homes here at the outset 
but that expansion beyond the 
initial group is likely in the 
years ahead. The homes could 
be located anywhere in the 
county but certain restrictions 
exist regarding their proximity 
to lakes, streams and major 
thoroughfares. The three will! 
open up employment opportuni- 
ties for twenty or more local 
residents. 

Even more important though, 
.the residences will provide a 
home care environment for 
developmentally disabled who 
may otherwise have no alterna- 
tive but State Hospital confine- 
ment.

Areas to Check 


With over 100 different brands 
of Bibles being circulated 
today, some people are having a 
difficult time finding God’s 
Word. The average person 
would never read through all 
these Bibles in one lifetime. Are 
there some simple tests to find 
God's perfect word? We believe 
there are. 

1. Does your Bible question 
Mark 16:9-20? If it doesn’t there 
is a good chance it is a good 
Bible. Both the traditional texts 
of the Catholics and Protestants 
stood for these verses until the 
present confusion. These verses 
may be included in many 
modern Bibles, but they are 
denied in the footnotes or side 
references. For example, the 
New International Version 
draws a line after Mark 16:8 
and says ‘The most reliable 
early MSS omit Mark 16:9-20.”

In 
the modern Bibles it is just. an 
added story. If you believe the 
footnotes of textual criticism in

3. Does your Bible omit hun- 
dreds of words like “Lord”,

are over 350 such changes in 
modern Bibles which subtract 
from the Deity of our Lord 
Jesus Christ.

News of Good 
Things Growing... 


More than 50 commercial 
crops are among good things 
growing in Michigan, and that 
includes Eastern soft white win- 
ter wheat. Gur state leads the 
nation in production of this type 
of wheat, from which flour for 
pastry, cookies, and blends for 
other flours are made. 

Michigan’s farmers planted 
800,000 acres of winter wheat in 
1979 to harvest 34 million 
bushels, according to the 
Michigan Department of Agri- 
culture. Growers received a 
record 43 bushel yeild per acre, 
with total value of about $124.9 
million. Wheat is grown 
throughout the state with 
Lenawee, Huron and Sanilac 
the highest wheat-producing 
counties, 

For those of us whe rely on 
commercial firms for our baked 
goods, MDA inspectors 
routinely check our state's 1,069 
retail and wholesale bakeries 
and 13 flour mills to ensure that 
sanitary standards are main- 
tained. 

Many large bakeries are 
almost completely automated, 
which means most ingredients 
are untouched by human hands. 
However, production line equip- 
ment, storage areas, Sanitation 
practices and facilities are in- 
spected, the same as with small 
bakeries, for evidence of con- 
ditions that might result in con- 
tamination. 


Standards for commercially, 


baked breads and flours are set 
by federal law and enforced by 
the slate. When bread labels in- 
clude “enriched flour,” they 
must contain specified amounts 
of the required enrichment 
ingredients, thiamine, niacin, 
riboflavin and iron. Calcium 
and vitamin D are optional 
ingredients.

Census data determines the 
amount of revenue sharing 
Monies an area will receive 
from state and federal govern- 
ments and it determines 
congressional representation.

Irwin continued, “Although 
the census is a massive job, it 
can be done quickly and ef- 
ficiently with the help of you 
and me. On March 28 question- 
naires will arrive at every 
household across the country 
from the Bureau of Census. 
Residents of the Northern 
Lower Peninsula and the Upper 
Peninsula will be instructed to 
keep their completed question- 
naires until census takers pick 
them up.” 

The Census Bureau is in the 
process of hiring a temporary 
work force of more than 270,000 
persons to check the question- 
naires for completeness, to con- 
duct door-todoor interviews 
when necessary and to handle 
office duties. Confidentiality of 
census data is required and the 
Census Bureau proudly notes 
that it has never been convicted 
of releasing confidential infor- 
mation.

Dear Editor: 

Now that the Wetlands Pro- 
tection Act, which I sponsored, 
has become law, I felt it impor- 
tant to clear up Some misunder- 
standings about this legislation, 
particularly as it relates to nor- 
thern Michigan. 

It is important to stress that I 
consider myself a conserva- 
tionist and NOT a_ preser- 
vationist. My motivation in of- 
fering the bill stems from the 
fact that I have hunted and 
fished a great deal, and the 
single greatest negative impact 
on game animals and fish has 
come from the destruction of 
habitat. I understand that this is 
less a problem in the Upper 
Peninsula and the northern part 
of the lower, But it was because 
of that understanding of U.P. 
problems that we provided for 
special accomodations to nor- 
thern Michigan. A variety of 
reasonable concessions to tim- 
bering, mining and agricultural 
concerns were made, as well as 
a direction to consider the 
abundance of wetlands in an 
area. Yet at the same time, we 
were able to adopt strong pro- 
tections for the most critical 
wetlands areas. 

Wetlands protection is an im- 
portant law, yet it is widely mis- 
understood. It will NOT mean 
state confiscation of private 
property. It is a law which 
regulates the use of sensitive 
land needs in cases where its 
destruction would result in sig-. 
nificant harm. 

The law does not specifically 
prohibit any activity. It does 
require people to obtain permits 
for certain uses. 

The point of the law is to 
provide rational protection 
where it is needed. Strong effor- 
ts were made throughout the 
legistature’s deliberations on 
Senate Bill 3 to assure that ade- 
quate protections were built in- 
to the law to safeguard the 
owner of private property. 
Those protections were in- 
cluded and provide significant 
help to property owners. 

Michigan has lost millions of 
acres of wetlands to develop- 
ment. That loss has meant ex- 


_ pensive replacement of fun- 
‘ctions 


by storm drainage 
systems, as well as flooding and 
loss of habitat for fish and game 
animals, 

Clearly, the problem is more 
severe where development has 
been the greatest and the 
remaining area of wetland is 
the smallesf. I recognize the dif- 
ferences which exist in varying 
parts of the state, and am con- 
fident our implementation of 
this landmark legislation will 
reflect an understanding of 
those differences.

violations. 

In 1978 the City Police 
processed 74 violations  in- 
volving checks, during 1979 138 
compiaints, representing an in- 
crease of 89% over the 1978 
figures were processed. 1979 


figures represent a total dollar: 


value of $11,185.82-$6,376.55 of 
this amount was recovered 
through restitution and court 
action. With only 58 days of 1980 
passed at the time of this notice 


the department has processed 


39 complaints, these represent a 
dollar value of $3,498.51. It is 
evident that should this trend 
continue the total figures for 
1980 will most certainly out- 
number previous years. 

A likely explanation for the 
increase could very possibly be 
the inflationary cost of living, 
but the fact still remains that 
there is a substantial dollar loss 
resulting to local Merchants, 
this loss is eventually passed on 
to consumers, consequently 
everyone eventually suffers the 
loss. 

Merchants can, and have 
been, cutting these losses by 
requiring identification when 
accepting checks as payment, 
however, it is apparent that this 
requirement has not reduced 
the number of incidents. By 
again reminding the businesses 
of this problem it is hoped that 
closer observation by store 
owners and their employees 
will lessen their losses,

I SEE BY THE papers that President 
Carter’s job rating is slipping again. 

According to a Lou Harris-ABC 
News survey of 1,198 likely voters 
nationwide reported in early 
February, President Carter receives a 
30-49 percent negative rating on 
overall job performance, compared 
with a 53-46 percent positive rating in 
mid-January. 

Harris-ABC reports a 58-39 percent 
negative rating for Carter on the way 
he has handled foreign policy in 
general; in mid-December, Carter 
received a 51-47 percent overall 
positive rating on foreign policy. 

As we have seen since last fall, the 
presidential ball takes funny bounces. 
From a few scant months ago, when 
Mr. Carter was at the depths of most 
public endorsement, events in Iran and 
Afghanistan have sent his stock 
soaring. In neither case did Mr. Carter 
shape the events which gave him new 
political vim and vigor...and sent Sen. 
Kennedy, his chief political antagonist, 
on a downward slide. 

Which is to say that public opinion 
likely will change again for Mr. Carter, 
probably based on events in the future 
which none of us can now foresee. 
Which is also to say that when public 
support of a public figure is so volatile, 
based on events of the moment, it has 
very little root strength. 

Although Iran and Afghanistan have 
helped Mr. Carter’s presidential hopes 
in the short run, they likely will be 
harmful in the long run, as the people 
seek answers to why things happened 
the way they did. Perhaps the slip- 
page, as Harris-ABC reports, is an 
inkling of what is to come. 


I SEE BY THE papers that 
American women may well face the 
draft, or at least registration, right 
along with American men. 

Personally, I’m pulled between two 
views. Theoretically, I think that’s 
good and proper; women should be 
treated the same as men, and vice ver- 
sa.

registration and draft of men much 
more readily than women. Is_ that 
chauvinism, or just traditionalism? 

The revised draft points up another 
inequality in our system, at least in 
Michigan. First to register, and first to 
be drafted, will be 20-year-olds, then- 
according to Mr. Carter’s 
proposals—19-year-olds and then 18- 
year-olds.

1. The County shall purchase the Collateral from the Seller on In- 
stallment Purchase Contract for delivery by February 23, 1980.

3. The total price for the Collateral shat! be $32,600.00; a down

The Citizens’ 
Election 


by DAVID COHEN 


Something is right about American politics. 
Presidential elections are now financed by 
millions of citizens instead of the moneyed in- 
terests. You can continue this clean way of 
financing Presidential. elections by checking 
off one dollar on your federal income tax form, 
two dollars if you file a joint return, without 
increasing your taxes or reducing your refund. 

The 1976 Presidential election was different 
from any other in the history of American 
politics — it was cleanly financed. There were 
no money-stuffed bags exchanged in airports, 
no ambassadorships for sale, and no extortions 


of corporate executives in money-raising ef- 


forts to cover a costly nationwide campaign. 

Millions of Americans took the game away 
from the “‘fat cats’’ and voluntarily paid for 
the campaigns themselves through the one 
dollar check-off on their tax returns, 

Each major party candidate was given $21.8 
million in public funds to run his election cam- 
paign — a far cry from the 1972 Presidential 
campaign when 153 ‘fat cats’ gave more than 
$20 million to President Nixon’s re-election ef- 
fort. 

The millions in special interest contributions 
~- money which always bought political 
promises — has been retired from Presidential 
politics. The individual citizen’s vote counted 
as much as the millionaire giver’s. For the first 
time citizens put a President in office who 
came without money ties to the special in- 
terests. 

This quiet revolution in the way we finance 
our Presidential elections came about through 
a law passed by Congress establishing the 
Presidential public financing system. 

The system works like this: In the general 
election each major party Presidential can- 
didate receives an cqual amount of funds, and 
candidates of minor parties (those which 
received between five and 26 percent of the 
total vote in the last P. 3sidential election) 
receive a proportionate share of funds based on 
their showing in the last election. In the 
Presidential primaries candidates participate

in a mixed system of small private con- 
tributions matched with dollars from the 
Presidentia! Election Campaign Fund. Can- 
didates first qualify for matching funds by 
raising a threshold amount of money in small 
private contributions. This insures that only 
serious candidetes showing a measure of public 
support receive public funds. Those who meet 
this test are then eligible to have each doliar of 
a small individual contribution matched by 
another dollar in public funds. Candidates who 
accept public money must also limit their 
spending to set amounts for each state. 

The Presidential Election Campaign Fund is 
financed through the voluntary dollar check- 
off on your federal income tax return. Each 
Form 1040 has a box directly below the name 
and address slots on the front page where tax- 
payers can check “‘yes”’ to finance Presidential 
elections. That directs one dollar of the taxes 
you already owe to the Fund. The check-off is 
voluntary and non-partisan, It neither in- 
creases your tax bill nor reduces any refund 
due you. . 

Millions of Americans have used the dollar 
check-off since it was initiated. By continuing 
to use it Americans can insure that the 1980 
and future Presidential elections remain out of 
the hands of the moneyed interests, Presiden- 
tial elections now belong to the American 
people and that’s as it should be. During this 
income tax preparation season you, as a tax- 
payer, can make sure that whoever is elected 
President will be indebted to no one but the 
American people. 

Use the dollar check-off when you prepare 
your federal income taxes. It's your vote for 
the clean financing of Presidential elections.
